It is very 
gratifying to know that only 25 of 
these were issued to pupils of the 
upper grades in the public schools. A 
few have been issued to high school 
students, but the great bulk of them 
have been given to pupils of the pri­ 
vate and parochial schools. Our prin­ 
cipals have thoroughly investigated 
earh application and have granted 
the permit only when convinced th at 
it was an absolute necessity to the 
family to have the child at work. 
Summing up: 
Of 
the 199, the 
schools can be held accountable only 
for the 54 who became 16 years be­ 
fore completing the course, and in 
many cases this over-age condition 
was caused by late entrance, by prev­ 
ious attendance at country schools 
or by shifting back and forth be­ 
tween public schools and parochial.
